Statistics in the city of Rushv ille 
for the month of Nov ember rev eal 
some interesting facts, and 
esp e­ 
cially so a t the office 4>f Dr. J. 
B. 
Kinsing er, city health officer, who 
rep orts a clean record of coiitag ious 
diseases for the month. 
For a city of 6,000 inhabitants it 
is remarkable to ithink 
that 
the 
month would g o by » without a sing le 
case of some kind of contag ion. No­ 
v ember as a rule lias a g reat deal 
of sickness, and in 
the 
last 
two 
y ears influenza has been rep orted in 
this month but so fa r there has not 
been a case rep orted. 
During the 
month of October there were 
three 
oases of contag ion rep orted. 
The records at the city health of­ 
fice also sliow that during Nov em­ 
ber there were 
two 
deaths 
and 
four births in Rushv ille. The 
two 
deaths were babies under the ag e of 
six months, not an adult ex p iring in 
Rushv ille during the month. 
Jump ing from the city health of­ 
fice to the court house where m ar­ 
riag e licenses 
are 
obtained, 
the 
county clerk rep orts a 
shortag e of 
brides for Nov ember 
when 
only 
twelv e licenses were issued. This is 
quite a drop from the 
Nov ember 
of last y ear, when the record for 
3 9 19 was made, with the issuanee of 
31 licenses. 
Hunting licenses broke the record 
in Nov ember 
in the county clerk's 
office, according 
to Loren Martin, 
the clerk. 
He isused a total of 248 
licenses, more than ev er issued dur­ 
ing a sing le month.

Consumers 
hav e been sup p lied with hundreds of 
thousands dollars worth of coal and 
the commission has taken care 
of

emerg ency in the
